JOHNNY POWERS MEMORIAL. 

The Johnny Powers Memorial Handicap, 
which has been an annual feature here 
since the death of the late .John Powers and 
to which his numerous friends subscribed 
a handsome piece of plate to go to the owner 
winning the race twice, divided attention 
with the mile and seventy yards handicap. 
Marvin May, which won the Memorial last 
year, was igain the winner this year, and in- 
cidentally he showed suddenly improved form 
over his last previous race, when he was 
beaten off. Marvin May, though a twice 
winner in succession, fails to get the plate, 
for Uie conditions call for an owner winning 
the race twice. I.ast year Marvin May raced 
in the colors of M.ays Lake Farm Stable, 
owned by the late F. S. Peabody.

Jockey Lyke, who apparently has taken 
the stewards’ warning to heart, again dem- 
onstrated his outstanding horremanship over 
the other riders here by scoring a pair of 
brackets in skillful fashion. He opened pro- 
ceedings by landing Green Gold the victor 
in the opener in runaway style. Oraleggo 
and Leo Fisher were accorded much sup- 
port in the lace, but ran badly and were far 
back for the entire race. Marvin May was 
assisted materially by the good ride that 
Lyke gave him.

By having 
the paddock between the clubhouse and the 
grandstand it permits club members and 
guests to view the weighing-in of the jock- 
eys, the saddling and other Interesting fea- 
tures that can be seen in the paddock during 
race meetings. 

I The plans show only tne north wing of 
the clubhouse and the dining porches, but 
the clubhouse proper will be one of the most 
complete and best equipped in the United 
I States. Besides various dining rooms, and 
I a large auditorium for <lancing and conven- 
'tions, there will be various private dining 
I rooms, a trophy room, rest rooms ard i<ar- 
jlors. 

In connection with th»» clubhouse will he 
a complete up-to-date modem gymnasium. 
|turkish and vapor bath department, swim- 
'ming pool of official dimensions and every- 
I thing complete that will be an innovation, 

; including an indoor golf department. 

I The paddock will be built entirely on lines 
I that judge Joseph A. Murphy has preached 
! for some time. Besides the stereotype stalls 
i and walks for the horses the paddock will 
I be more of a garden than anything else — a 
I fountain at each end, palms and blooming 
j plants in abundance. There will be two per- 
' golas leading from the clubhouse to the 
j grandstand, the upper structure connecting 
I with the mezzanine floor of the grandstand. 

I All around the paddock on the mezzanine 
floor will be placed opera chairs, so those 
desiring to witness the saddling of their 
favorites need not be inconvenienced by 
walking several hundred yards in bad 
weather.

New York’s Deficiencies; 
Two - Tear - Olds Need 
Longer Races. 

Better Provision in Kentucky 
and Maryland- 

It would be pleasing if some of the New 
York racing associations would consider some 
worth-while races at a mile for two-year-olds 
in the fall. The Jockey Club has ever sought 
to have long-distance races programmed and 
in September and October the two-year-okk 
are well able to race over the mile route. 
They race over such distances in both Ken- 
tucky and Maryland and, while racing is con- 
tinued until the end of October in New York, 
no two-year-old race at a mile is offered. These 
races have filled exceedingly well when they 
have been put on in the other racing sections. 
The Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes was run 
at Churchill Downs on September 9 and nine 
starters went to the post. This is one of the 
big mile stake races for the two-year-olds. 
Tliat same day there was racing at Belmont 
Park and the offerings for two-year-olds were 
five and a half furlongs for selling platers 
and three-quarters for miudcns. One brought 
out nine starters and the other deven, both 
considered big fields for the fall at Bdmont 
Park. 

Latonia had its mile Queens City Handicap 
for two-year-olds on October 14 and there 
were seventeen starters. There were eleven 
starters in the Manor Handicap, at a mile, 
for two-year-olds, at Laurd on October 28. 
In all that time there was not one race at a 
mile for two-year-olds offered by any of the 
New York associations. The nearest approach 
to this was a mile for all ages at the Yonkers 
track of the Empire City Association, which 
was nm October 27. Only one two-year-old, 
W. DanieFs Blanc Being, started and he was 
returned the winner from Eknotion. Nose Dive, 
Cirrus, Modo and Flannel Shirt. These racu 
for all ages are to be encouraged, but they 
do not take the place of races exclusively for 
the two-year-olds. The \ictory of Blanc Seing 
was evidence enough that the two-year-olds 
will race just as far in New York in October 
as they will anywhere dse. All they need is 
the opportunity. Such races are always tre- 
mendomly popular with the racing crowd and 
it would be a worthy addition to any of 
the fall meetings if the distance was stretched 
out to the full mile for a reasonaUe number 
of the two-year-old offerings. Of course, what 
is most to be desired would be stake races 
of suitable value for the young horses at a 
mile. Then it would be a sequence that some 
overnight races at the same distance be of- 
fered to afford the trainers a profitable oppor- 
tunity for conditioning their charges for these 
stake races. It would be a simple matter 
to increase the distance of some of the exist- 
ing stakes, if the associations do not care to 
go to the expense of adding to the prise list. 
Stake distances have frequently been changed 
and it is urged at this time, so that the vari- 
ous associations will have ample time before 
framing their programs for the fall to give 
H careful consideratioD. A suggestion from

matured for a mile journey in S^tember and 
October, and New York should surdy have 
its diare of such races. 

While the two-year-olds in New York were 
raciog over five and a half furlongs and 
three quarters distances last fall there wwe 
more than a dozen mile races nm by the 
same age division in Kentucky and Maryland. 
And these races in Kentucky and Maryland 
filled better than did the shorter dashes over 
the New York tracks. That they were vastly 
superior as spectacles and tests of the horse 
admits of no argument. 

Canada also has its mile race for the two- 
year olds in the Grey Stakes, run at Wood- 
bine Park September 27. Of course, such mile 
stake races should be of great racing value, 
but why not have some of the overnight 
races stretched to the mile route? That is 
easy of accomplishment. 

B.’ginning with the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes, run September 9, with $10,000 added, 
it is interesting to show just how many mile 
chances there were for the youngsters from 
that time until the end of October, when the 
New York season came to an end. Of course, 
there were several others run during Novem- 
ber, but that has nothing to do with racing 
in New York.

The first of the Laurel offerings over that 
distance was for platers and was run October 
6. It was October 14 that the Queen City 
Handicap attracted seventeen starters and the 
same day there was another mile race at 
Laurel that brought together seven. These 
races were so popular at Latonia that eleven 
were started on October 17 and the following 
day another like race brought together a field 
of nine. At Laurel eleven started in an over- 
ni^t race of a mile on October 23 and at 
Latonia on October 25 eleven went to the 
post. Three other of these races were run 
during October at Latonia on October 27, 30 
and 31, while at Laurel the Manor Handicap 
brought deven two-year-olds to the poet on 
October 28. Ihus it will be seen that during 
September and October there were thirteen 
races at a mile for the two-year-olds of 1922 
and not one of them was offered by a New 
York association. 'The popularity of such rac- 
ing is unquestioned and New York diould do 
its share in 1923. Such races, in moderatioi^ 
do not overtax well-developed two-year-okJa 
in the fall. Besides, they foreshadow unerr- 
ingly these which may be expected to stay 
over the longer routes they will be called on 
to traverse as three-year-olda.

Kos- 
ciu.'iko, asking what he meant, the young 
man answered. "As soon as a poor man on 
the road takes off his hat and asks for 
charity, the horse immediatel.v .stands still 
and will not .stir until something Ls given to 
the petitioner and, as I had no money about 
me, I was obliged to make a motion as if 
I were giving something in order to satisfy 
the horse.” 

This beautifully turned compliment is 
taken from a I’olish joumaL A higher 
eulogy could hardly be pronounced on the 
hero of the tale. — bYora the American Turf 
llogister of 1633.

NEW YORK, N. Y., January 6. — During 
the October racing season at the Yonkers 
track of the Empire City ITacing Association 
tlere will be a mile race for all ages, to 
which $3,000 will be added. This will be 
known as the Autumn Championship Stakes, 
and under the conditions geldings are not 
eligible. 

It is interesting that such a race should 
bo added to the New York entertainment, 
and, coming as late in the year as it does, 
it ought to prove a real championship as far 
as is possible over the mile distxtncc. It is 
at weight for age, as all championships 
should be, and of course the mile is the only 
fair distance that could be chosen to offer 
the two-year-olds a chance to race against 
the older horses. 

l.iast year there was a suggestion of sneh 
a race to be framed to bring the best three- 
year-olds together, and now that it has be- 
come a regular part of the program James 
Cutler is to be congratulated on its inau- 
guration. There are too few chances for 
the two-year-olds over the mile distance in 
New York during the fall, and this race is 
one more chance for them. It is greatly to 
be desired llmt other races of a mile, ex- 
clusi'vely for the two-year-olds, be arranged 
for the fall meetings. 

This Autumn Championship Stake will 
close for entries February 1, ■w'hen the vari- 
ous other stakes that are to be decided at 
the summer meeting at Yonkers are to be 
closed. 

The stake list for the summer meeting is 
exactly the same as that which was offered 
last year and it consists of sixteen fixtures. 
Seven of them are at varying distances for 
three-year-olds and over ; three are exclu- 
sively for three-year-olds, and the remaining 
six are for two-year-olds. 

The piincipal offerings for the older horses 
are the Empire City, Yonkers and Mount 
Vernon handicaps. The first named is of 
$5,000 added and the other two are of $1,000 
added. 

For the three-year-olds the Empire City 
Derby, at a mile and a quarter, has $5,000 
added ; the Knickerbocker Handicap, at a 
mile and a sixteenth, is of $3,000, and the 
other is the Tarrjtown, a mile selling race, 
of $3,000 guaranteed. 

The two-year-olds will have plenty of op- 
portunity, and while each of these juvenile 
stakes is of guaranteed value the guarantee 
i.s liberal. The best is the East View, ■with 
$10,000 guaranteed. The Whirl has $7,500, 
and both the Demoiselle for fillies and the 
Wakefield are of $5,000. 

All of tliese close ■with Victor E. Schaum- 
burg, at 2030 Broadway, February 1, and it 
is a list that is sure to bring a hearty re- 
sponse from the horsemen. But it is the 
Autumn Championship Stakes that is of 
greatest interest. It brings New York a new 
stake of importance and it ■would be well if 
the owners sec to it at tliis time tliat their 
prospective champions in each age division 
are made eligible.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., January 6.— Rob- 
ert F. LiCighton, racing manager of the Pa- 
cific Coast Jockey Club, ■writes from Van- 
couver, where he spent the holidays, that he 
had the pleasure of a long “r.acing” chat 
with Commander J. K. L. Ross prior to the 
sailing of the noted breeder and owner to 
the Orient on the Canadian steamship Em- 
press of Russia. Mrs. Ross’ sister mahes her 
home in Manila and the commander and Ins 
wife plan to visit the capital of the Philip- 
pines. ITobably they will devote some time 
to the principal cities of Japan on the return 
leg of the journey. 

Commander Ross is much interested in the 
re^vlval of racing hereabouts and fired quite 
a volley of queries at Mr. Leighton about the 
sport to begin at Tanforan in the late spring. 
He expressed great satisfaction at the pros- 
pect of racing at the peninsula track on the 
highest plane. 

When Francis Nelson, presiding steward of 
the Canadian courses and also an official 
at Tijuana, passed through here on the way 
to the border track he told vice-president 
Rudolph Spreckels of the Pacific Coast Joc- 
key Club of the upbuilding of the Woodbine 
course. For the first two or three years 
the two se^ven-day meetings a year at the 
Canadian track left a balance on the wrong 
side of the ledger. The sport lovers in the 
organization did not despair, however, and 
now Woodbine is one of the most successful 
courses anywhere and is not losing money 
either. 

“We don’t expect to get on our feet finan- 
cially ri.ght off the reel,” is the ■way the vice- 
president of the new jockey club and the 
other directors put it when doubting Thom- 
ases express themselves about the perman- 
ency of the new track here. 

A similar message has been sent from the 
North by Commander Rcss through Mr.
